Examiner still holds the 103 rejection in view of Ito. Ito teaches (Fig. 1 1A-C) the liquid crystal 13 dropping to 
the surface of the substrate to form liquid crystal layer 14. After the liquid crystal layer 14 was formed, blowing 
gas against the liquid crystal needle shuts out the liquid crystal 13. In another word, after dropping liquid crystal 13 
to form the liquid crystal layer 14 on the substrate, step of blowing a gas with external force against liquid crystal 
supply needle/tip to shut out liquid crystal to continue dropping down on the substrate. 



In the invention of the instant application, the liquid crystal has been shut out before step of 
the blowing of gas to clean up the needle/tip.
